Bear Jack: 

Your recent act seems to me to have created a legal situa- 
tion never — literally — seen before when, in full view of practi- 
cally all America, you gunned a man to death rightly in your oto 
sense . 

Vftiat worries me, Jack is that millions saw you on television 
as you did it. Other millions saw you do it on endless television 
re-runs of the scene, newspapers carried pictures of it froir coast 
to coast. The whole nation had feelings about Oswald and the whole • 
nation saw him meet his death at your hands. Since Kennedy aad 
Oswald were both killed in Dallas, the people there could not but 
be particularly aware of the events. And it would be a poor Da..las 
citizen who didn't have an interest in the events and what Ru'oy did. 
Yet, you will be tried before a jury of Dallas citizens. Thi3 is 
my objection . . . can you get a fair trial in the legal sens 3 .hat 
the people on your jiiry have not already prejedged you? J? Since 
this is possible, couldn't you get a fair trial much to you advant- 
age in a northern or eastern state? 

Ordinarily vrhere there are unusually strong local feelings 
about a crime, or the people there have unusual interest or know- 
ledge of, it, the defense lawyer can ask for a change of venue. Are 
your lawyers acting upon this? This would mean having your trial 
in some other city where there was not the same local feeling, int- , 
erest, or knowledge. But the interest in, and knowledge of, what 
fluby did was not limited to Dallas. It was national. You may think 
then. Jack, that a change in venue in this case would therefore 
seem senseless since this was not just a local crime played up on 
local TV. The Supreme Court stepped into a local case like tiiat 
earlier this year. 

vaibur Hideau, a Louisiana Negro, was convicted of murder in a 
1961 crime in which a bank was robbed, a woman clerk stabbed to 
death and three other bank employes were wounded by a lone bandit. 
Rideau was caught. The sheriff got a confession from him and then, 
on a local t^Wvision station, had him repeat the confession in full 
public view. ^This TV confession was broadcast three days in a row. 
The defense |piyer contended by the television showing Rideau was 
"allowed to Jffenviot himself" before the public in an area froa 
which residents were called as jurors at the trial. 

Further, the defense lawyer argued, three of the trial jurors 
saw the broadcast and two of the jurors were deputy sheriffs. The 
state argued the three TV-watching jurors swore they could and wou- 
ld decide the case solely on evidence produced at the trial and 
that the two deputies had honorary commissions and had no connection 
with the sheriff's department. 

Hideau' s lawyer asked for a change of venue, asking for the . 
trial to be held in another parish (county). The request was denied 
and, after being found guilty, Rideau was sentenced to death.

On June 3, 1961, the Supreme Court overturned the conviction. 
Justice Potter Stewart, sueaking for the court, said Hideau was 
denied constitutionally guaranteed due process of law when he wan 
r;fi;sed a change in venue. Stewart said: "The people of Calcasieu 
^irish (where the trial was held) had been exposed repeatedly and 
i 1 depth to the spectacle of Eideau personally confessing m detail 
t3 the crime with which he was later charged. 

"?or anyone who has ever watched television, the conclusion 
r-.nnot be avoided that this spectacle, to the tens of thousands 
o' r.eople who saw and heard it, in a very real sense was Hiaeau s 
t'ial — at which he pleaded guilty to murder. 

"Any subsequent court proceedings in a community so per- 
vasively exposed to such a spectacle could be but a hollow forma- 
lity ... due process of law in this case required a trial bexore 
a jury drawn from a community of people who had not seen or heard 
illdeau's 'televised' interview." Is not your case similiar? 

I continually wonder about you. Jack, and sense that the 
fublio exposure that you received on Sunday, November 24, 1963, 
could, in a "very real sense" be considered in your trial in which, 
by killing that 'ugly' Oswald in public view "your evidence of 
fuilt?" 

I read as many papers (national and local) as I possibly can 
each day. So far I have read no indication that your lawyers will 
seek a change of venue or even try to defend you against a charge 
cf murder as such. Do you have the best legal counsel possible? 

If any man deserved to breathe the breath of life, it was 
r.ot John Pitzgerald Kennedy, but It was in my opinion, Lee Karvey 
Oswald. If any man deserved a family, the presidency, and reoog- 
r.ition for a job so well, done, I agree with you ... it was John 
I'itzgerald Kennedy. He died in the course of duty, by a hatefull 
killer, not for you or me alone, but for all mankind I V/e lost a 
can so courageous and so full of natural genius, that few could 
Eiurpass him, if any. Gone is the man who brought so much joy to 
EO many. Gone is the devoted husband and gone is the father who 
cearly loved. Gone is OUR President, but his loving, courageous, 
cevoted, valiant, intelligent, and unbiased spirit will live in 
cur hearts until the day when our spirits will mingle eternally 
with his. He died for QUE cause. How, Jack, you and I must con- 
B,ue to live for his. 

I hope that I may have helped you to some degree by quoting 
•the foregoing case. I can readily understand that when you 
gored a grudge against Oswald and wished an evil to befall upon 
that you would act as you did. Many other people I'm sure 
would have attempted this same act at one time or other, After 
this tragic event on Friday, llovember 22, 1963, I hated this ad- 
versary and thought he should hang his head in shame and do penance 
for his guilt. And Jack, I can only share equal blame for the 
sot that you are nqw imprisioned for, for I felt the same as you. 

I do hope. Jack, that you will answer my letter. Since you 
are constantly in my thoughts and prayers, by replying I will then 
kaow that you received this letter and I will then feel that per- 
haps I have in some small way helped you to become stronger in the 
trjfing months ahead.
